In the philatelic and numismatic literature( including the 
SCJ) one frequently sees letters to the editor or editorials 
critical of BEP policies or souvenir cards. Although the 
BEP certainly has been deserving of some criticism in the 
past one rarely sees anything said about the positive 
things regarding the BEP souvenir card program. Those 
who are happy with the program do not say anything and 
probably form a silent majority of happy and satisfied 
customers. Since nearly all of their incoming mail on the 
program is in the form of a complaint I'm sure the BEP 
has a hard time deciding what we think they are doing 
right For example, the 1989 BEP souvenir card program 
is quite innovative with the use of portions of the 1876 
Centennial certificate on the souvenir cards and proofs. 
These cards are not only attractive, but also are very 
colorful. I commend the decision to put the text of the 
card on the back leaving room for more of a design, 
stamps, and show cancels on the front The 1989 souvenir 
card program is a pleasant deviation from twenty years of 
the same piece of white paper with a block of stamps or a 
bank note beneath which appeared a bunch of 
verbiage. 


I've heard that the BEP is considering going back to a 
more traditional format for their souvenir cards. I, for 
one, hope not I believe the BEP should continue to 
experiment and upgrade their souvenir cards rather than

Forerunner “Duck Stamp” Appreciation Certificates 
Edmond A. Ambrogi 


This article deals with Duck Stamp Forerunner 
Appreciation Certificates. All certificates issued prior to 
July 1, 1984 are deemed to be Forerunner Certificates and 
after that date to be Modern Appreciation Certificates. 
The Modern Appreciation Certificate era began with the 
issuance of RD1 by RegionS of the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service to commemorate the fiftieth anniversary of the 
issuance of Duck Stamps. An article in an upcoming 
issue of this Joumal will deal with the subject of Modern 
Appreciation Certificates. 


The six Forerunner Certificates covered here are all that 
came to the attention of the author during his research. A 
seventh was prepared, but no copies are known. If others 
exist, they simply have not surfaced. I hope this article 
will jog some memories and other Certificates will come 
to light 


The following numbering system has been officially 
adopted by the Souvenir Card Collectors Society to iden- 


tify these Forerunners. The prefix “FD,” representing 


“Forerunner Ducks” has been assigned and is followed 


by the year of issuance. For years during which there were 
two issues, the suffix “a” has been used to identify the 
second issue. 


Four of the six Certificates were designed by Robert W. 
Hines, and the other two are copies of his work Coming 
from the Ohio Division of Conservation and Natural 
Resources, Bob Hines did much for wildlife, conservation 
and philately. He is the designer of the 1946-1947 Duck 
Stamp, RW13, a pen and ink wash drawing of redhead 
ducks. He is a former head of the Office of Audio Visual 
Services of the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service which holds 
the annual Duck Stamp Contest and, when the Duck 
Stamp Office was established, he became its first Coor- 
dinator. During his tenure, he made literally hundreds of 
drawings which gave the Service a warm and personal 
touch. We all owe him many thanks for these and 
other activities. 
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The first Forerunner Certificate, FD1960, drawn by Bob 
Hines, appears in Figure |. It has a space for mounting 
the 1959-60 Duck Stamp, RW26, Maynard Reece's tem- 
pera drawing of a Labrador Retriever carrying a Mallard. 
It was issued by the Washington Office to stimulate Duck 
Stamp sales after the close of the hunting season. The 
Certificate was given gratis to each purchaser of a Duck 
Stamp. It is estimated that distribution commenced 
around March of 1960 and continued into the Summer. 
Sales were very disappointing. Indications are that fewer 
than 100 were ever issued. It must be remembered that in 
1960 the sale of the Duck Stamp was not permitted at 
local Refuges or Visitor Centers nor were the Certificates 
authorized for distribution through the Post Office. To 
complete a sale, the money had to be collected in the form 
of a check or money order and sent to Washington, D.C., 
with a request for the stamp and Certificate to be 
delivered by mail back to the selling Agent who would 
then forward them to the purchaser. Considering this 
logistical nightmare, it is a wonder that any sales were 
made at all. The number of Certificates printed and the 
ultimate disposition of the undistributed remainder 
could not be determined. The Certificate measures 7” x 5” 
and is printed in black ink on what seems to be white 
vellum stock of about a 50# weight 
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AS A CONTRIBUTION TO CONSERVATION. THESE DOLLARS

The following year the effort was renewed by the Service 
with a newly designed card by Bob Hines which provided 
a space for displaying the then current Duck Stamp, 
RW27, John A. Ruthven’s watercolor drawing of redhead 
ducks. In view of the disappointing sales in the preceding 
year, a considerable amount of promotion accompanied 
the issuance of RD1961. It is illustrated in Figure 2. Like 
RD1960, it was given gratis to a purchaser of a Duck 
Stamp after the close of the hunting season. A special 
effort to sell the Duck Stamp was made through the 
public school system and included both individual and 
class purchases. The first sale was made on March 23, 
1961. The newly appointed Secretary of the Interior, 
Stewart L. Udall, launched the program from his office as 
part of the observance of National Wildlife Week In 





attendance was a group of six children from the fifth 
grade class of the Bunker Hill School in Washington, 
D.C. They purchased a Duck Stamp using P.T.A. funds 
and were given an Appreciation Certificate signed by the 
Secretary. The statement issued by Secretary Udall at the 
ceremony was itself illustrated by Bob Hines and a copy 
was given to the children. The statement was later used as 
a publicity document, but, in the author's opinion, does 
not qualify as a Souvenir Card even though it might be 
highly thought of as a collectible. 


While many persons were involved in the promotional 
effort, special credit must go to Darrel F. Shuffler, then 
Game Management Agent of Cambridge, Maryland, 
whose heroic efforts cannot be overlooked. He was effec- 
tive in making many sales and in causing several prom- 
otional newspaper articles to be written. On one occasion, 
he even contributed a small sum from his own pocket to 
make up a shortage from one of the schools! Unfor- 
tunately, in spite of all efforts, sales were again disap- 
pointing with fewer than 200 cards being distributed. 
Once more, the number printed and the ultimate disposi- 
tion of undistributed cards is indeterminate. The Certifi- 
cate measures 7” by5” and is printed in black ink on what 
seems to be white vellum stock of about a SO# 
weight

Because of the low volume of sales to the public, an 
appeal was made in April and May of 1961 to the 
employees of the Service to purchase a Duck Stamp 
themselves. RD1961 was redesigned by Bob Hines to 
include in the margin a drawing of a ribbon and wax seal 
which carries the message“ WE IN THE F.W.S. DO OUR 
PART TOO.” As the second issue in 1961, this Forerun- 
ner has been given the number FD1961a and is shown in 
Figure 3. While reception was good, the offer to a very 
limited market restricted its distribution to fewer than an 
estimated 50. The fact that this was not a public issue does 
not prevent its being a true Forerunner. The number prin- 
ted and the ultimate disposition of remaining quantities 


is unknown. Because of the addition of the ribbon and 
wax seal, the size of the Certificate was increased to 10” by 
8”. It was again printed in black ink on what seems to be 
an offwhite vellum stock of about a 50# weight 


The discouraging results of post-season sales efforts over 
a two year period led the National Office to discontinue 
the program. The program was resumed in 1980 with the 
issuance of FD1980, discussed later in this article. Be 
tween 1961 and 1980 only limited local activity with 
Regional support kept the concept alive. It is to that 
activity that your attention is now directed. 


For many years, dedicated field personnel of the U.S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service held the opinion that much 
more could be done to produce revenue to the local level. 
After all, Refuges and Visitor Centers were the places 
where contacts with the buying public occurred and the 
places where the wishes of the public were expressed and 
could be felt In addition to the sale of Duck Stamps 
accompanied by Appreciation Certificates, suggestions 
were made to sell locally various items of memorabilia 
and literature dealing with conservation and wildlife. 
Prior to 1976, implementation of these suggestions was 
constrained by the lack of enabling legislation and an 
overly conservative “safe” legal interpretation of exist- 
ing legislation. 


Long in the vanguard of the struggle to stimulate interest 
and to create revenue at the local level were John E. 
Wilbrecht Manager of the Seney Wildlife Refuge in 
Michigan, and his Assistant Manager, Edward C. 
Murczek, supported by Lynn Greenwalt, their supervisor 
in the Regional Office in Minneapolis. One of their 
accomplishments occurred on July 1, 1971 when the first 
Government Printing Office Outlet on a National 
Wildlife Refuge was officially established at the Seney 
Wildlife Refuge. As a Refuge, Seney could not sell items 
of literature, but, now, as a GPO Outlet, it could The ini- 
tial pioneering started by John and Ed in August of 1968, 
had taken about 3 years of perseverance to become a 
reality. 


During the Summer of 1971, after having been advised by 
the Regional Office that Service funds could not be used 
for such a purpose, Ed Murczek began using his own 
funds to purchase Duck Stamps at the local Post Office to 
sell at his cost to visitors at Seney. Until his departure in 
1973, John Wilbrecht actively participated in that activity 
with Ed Murczek The practice was continued annually 
thereafter by Ed until he transferred away from Seney. It 
was then continued by Omer Doran and by John R. Frye, 
successor to John E. Wilbrecht, until Seney began selling 
Duck Stamps for its own account in 1979. It is a pity more 
space cannot be devoted to the dedicated efforts of these 
Service employees. They certainly deserve it. 


In 1972, to increase Duck Stamp sales, John E. Wilbrecht 
resurrected the idea of an Appreciation Certification.

With the help of Ed Murezek and Hilma Volk, later a 
Refuge Manager herself, the Certificate of Appreciation 
was designed The idea came from a copy of FD196la 
John had received in 1961 when he purchased a Duck 
Stamp in response to the previously mentioned appeal to 
Service employees. Bob Hines’ design for FD1961a was 
copied by Hilma This is the first Certificate, FD1972, to 
display the U.S. Fish and Wildlife logo. It is shown in 
Figure 4 and was printed by the Regional Office. At the 
Seney Refuge the new Certificate and a copy of the 1969- 
70 Duck Stamp Data booklet were given gratis to 
purchasers of Duck Stamps. There were a total of 31 
Duck Stamps sold in 1971 and 46 in 1972. An estimated 
average of 30 Duck Stamps per year were sold thereafter 
at Seney until use of the Certificate was discontinued in 
1980. Presumably a Certificate was given with each of the 
sales. That would have resulted in the issuance of about 
300 Certificates. John R Frye thinks that all remaining 
quantities were discarded when replaced by Certificate 
FD1980a, discussed later in this article, or at a later date 
during a routine purging of the files.) The Certificate 
measures 102” wide by 8” high and was printed in black 
ink on green stock of about an 80# weight 


It was not until February 17, 1976, by revision to the 
“Duck Stamp Law,” that the sale of Duck Stamps at 
Refuges was legislatively authorized, and not until late 
1978 that there was some movement to do so. Finally, in 
1979 the Seney Wildlife Refuge officially began selling 
Duck Stamps. Among other things, Seney can be proud 
in the knowledge that it is the Refuge with the longest 
unbroken record of Duck Stamp Sales and was an 
interim perpetuator of the Appreciation Certificate 
concept 


Since FD1972 is the first Certificate to carry the U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife logo and since all succeeding Certificates 
carry it, this seems like a good place to set forth a little of 
the history and record of changes to the logo. The writer 
has drawn upon information originally researched by 
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Jim Shaw of Region | and published in the Spring 1984 
issue of Fish and Wildlife News. 


It all started in 1950 when Regional Director Clarence 
Rhode and deputy Dan Ralston of the Alaska Region saw 
a need to identify enforcement personnel, airplanes and 
other items of high public visibility. Alaska was at that 
time a Territory of the United States and was a Region all 
by itself Mary Westfall of the Juneau Regional Office was 
asked by Dan to devise a suitable design for a shoulder 
patch which could also be used for other display pur- 
poses. Mary Westfall responded by submitting two of her 
own watercolor designs. After a period of reflection, one 
of the two designs was selected by Al Day, Director. Our 
old friend, Bob Hines then executed the approved design 
artistically as a 4 inch circular shoulder patch which 
Alaskan Service personnel began wearing in 1952. 
Gradually and unofficially, its use began to spread by 
voluntary employee purchases, first to Region 5 and then 
to the other Regions. The design featured a Canada 
Goose in flight over a King Salmon jumping a waterfall. 
Mountains and pine trees were in the background and 
the words “DEPARTMENT OF THE INTERIOR” and 
“U.S. FISH AND WILDLIFE SERVICE” appeared 
within a circular border. Being unofficial, some 
variations were inevitable. One variation appears on 
FD1972 which took liberty with the art but not the 
theme. 


By 1961 use of the logo had become so widespread that it 
was Officially adopted by the Service. At that time, a cres- 
cent was added over the design which carried the iden- 
tification, “BUREAU OF SPORT FISHERIES AND 
WILDLIFE.” The log was used with changes in color 
only until 1978 when it was redesigned. The new design 
eliminated the crescent and featured a stylized Mallard 
Drake in flight over a jumping King Salmon. The sun was 
added to the background and the design was enclosed in 
a Shield. It is interesting to note that the unselected 1950 
design by Mary Westfall also showed a Mallard in flight. 
No further changes have been made to date. FD1980 is 
the first Certificate to use the redesigned logo. 


In 1980, another of our old friends, John E. Wilbrech, was 
then Manager of the National Elk Refuge in Wyoming, 
Like a dog with a bone, he would not let go of a good idea. 
In that year he altered the old Seney FD1972 Certificate 
by changing the old USFWS logo to the then current one 
and had about 500 certificates printed locally. National 
Elk Refuge thus had its own appreciation Certificate, 
FD1980, which it began using on September 3, 1980. 
Shown in Figure 5, it was printed in black ink on green 
stock measuring 11” x 8%” and being about an 80# 
weight. Use of the Certificate continued in the following 
years until replaced by Region 5’s anniversary Certificate, 
RD1, the first of the Modern Appreciation Certificates. 
Approximately 50 have been distributed during the four 
year period. FD1972 and FD1980 are the only Certificates 
known to have originated locally in Refuges.

Your attention is now returned to the National scene. By 
virtue of the 1976 enabling legislation and subsequent 
legal interpretive clearances, Refuges and Visitor Centers 
were authorized to sell Duck Stamps, and a new interest 
in post season Duck Stamp sales developed at the 
National level. Arrangements were made to sell stamps at 
the many newly authorized Refuges and Visitor Centers 
that had facilities to safeguard the stamps and the cash 
proceeds of sales. To provide a sales incentive, the 
Appreciation Certificate concept was again taken off the 
shelf, dusted off and put to use. A new Certificate was 
designed by the Washington Office and distributed to the 
various Regions in 1979. The poor art work and even 
poorer reception by Service employees apparently led the 
National Office to order the destruction or discarding of 
all such Certificates. It is not known if any of these Cer- 
tificates were ever issued or survive. Accordingly. 
Forerunner recognition is withheld pending discovery of 
any that might exist 


With the destruction of the new Certificate, something 
had to be done to fill the void. Many of Bob Hines 

drawings were still extant A drawing he recollects having 
made in the early 1970's was selected by the National 
Office to illustrate the replacement Certificate. This was 
nice because it lent artistic continuity to the entire series 
of six illustrated forerunner issues. It is shown in Figure 6 
and measures 5° x 7”. It is printed in blue ink on rich 
cream cover stock of about an 88# weight. 


The replacement Certificates were issued to about 60 
authorized Refuges and Visitor Centers in 1980 shortly 
after the order to destroy or discard the objectionable 
Certificates was issued. Its use was continued in the next 
succeeding four years, the last of which was the fiftieth 
anniversary year of the sale of Duck Stamps. Use of the

SOUVENIR CARD ERRATUM 


Donald W. Hitchcox 


The error on the card issued for the 1986 Dallas Coin and 
Stamp Exposition (B 100) is the type that could easily be 
missed unless attention to detail is practiced. 


The Bureau's opinion about this follows: 

“The DCSE °86 souvenir card was printed as a four 
subject layout in combination with the ANA’87 (Atlanta) 
souvenir card. A combination of offset lithographic and 
intaglio printing processes was used. The text and back- 
ground tint were printed by the offset process with black 
and green inks, respectively. 


The vignette of the $10,000 Federal Reserve Note (1918) 
and the four Pilgrim Tercentenary stamps were printed 
by the intaglio process with green and blue inks, respec- 
tively. Only one passage through the press was required 
for the intaglio printing, 


During the intaglio printing process the printers encoun- 
tered problems with the viscous green ink and ink 
agitators. The ink agitator was malfunctioning and the 





viscous ink could not be applied uniformly to the printing 
plate. The ink tended to retreat from the ends of the foun- 
tain. To alleviate this problem the printers resorted to the 
use of spatulas to maintain even distribution of ink in the 
fountain of the press. The sheet upon which this card was 
printed must have passed through the press while there 
was no ink on the ends of the ink fountain. 


The submitted card does not meet the Bureau of Engrav- 
ing and Printing’s quality standards and should have 
been removed during production or the examination 
process.” 


The foregoing would indicate the possible existence of 
one other card like this one.

Plate Printers’ Invitations 
Curtis D. Radford, M.D. 


In past issues of The Souvenir Card Journal, this author 
has devoted much space to the souvenir cards and 
booklets of the International Plate Printers, Die Stam- 
pers, and Engravers Union of North America. Plate Prin- 
ters Unions were formed in Philadelphia, Washington 
D.C., and New York during 1866 with numerous other 
locals following. The various locals united in 1893 to 
become the National Plate Printers Union of America. In 
subsequent years the Engravers and Die Stampers 
Unions joined to become what is now known as the Inter- 
national Plate Printers, Die Stampers, & Engravers 
Union of North America(IPPDS & EU of NA). Although 
the Union's cards and booklets have been given exposure 
in the SCJ, little attention has been given to the souvenir 
tickets issued by the Union for their annual balls. The 
Union cards and booklets are known to have been issued 
since the turn of the century for the annual conventions. 
The New York local of the Union issued souvenir tickets 
for their annual balls since the late 1860's. This article will 
deal with these attractive, souvenir ball tickets. 


As mentioned above, the New York local of the Plate 
Printers Union organized in 1866. Not long after this, the 
local began to put together annual balls for the Union 
members and their wives. The Union sent out engraved 
invitations and tickets to their members and guests. 
Usually, there were separate tickets for the men and the 
women of different design. The majority were printed 


either by Union members from the National Bank Note 
Company or the American Bank Note Company. Hence. 
one of these two names are often found printed at the bot- 
tom of the ticket 


The earliest tickets this author has seen are from 1869. 
The Ladies ticket featured a central vignette showing a 
man and a woman working together on an old spider 
press (See Figure 1). This particular ticket was available 
either in brown intaglio on white paper or black intaglio 
on yellow paper. The Gentlemen’s ticket was of a totally

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different design and featured a vignette of George 
Washington (See Figure 2). Both of these designs were 
used, with varying text, for many subsequent balls over 
the years. Indeed, the American Bank Note Company 
still has the plates for some of these old tickets. The tickets 
issued for the 1916 Plate Printers Ball were reproduced on 
a souvenir card from the IPPDS & EU Convention 
booklet of 1973 (F 1973Ak, See Figure 3). 


It should be mentioned that the other locals of the Union 
also had their own balls. The Washington, D.C. local had 
an annual ball in 1870. The Ladies Invitation featured a 
vignette of two women allegorical figures surrounded by a 
decorative border as well as text concerning the ball. (See 
Figure 4). It was printed in black intaglio on white paper 
— probably using plates borrowed from the Bureau of 
Engraving & Printing In 1871, tickets with different 
vignettes were issued for the ball. The Gentleman’s ticket 
had a central vignette of an eagle with two identical 
vignettes of George Washington below (See Figure 5). The 
Ladies Invitation featured a central vignette of a woman 
allegorical figure holding a wreath surrounded by flags. 
(See Figure 6). Both tickets were printed in black intaglio

on white paper. Again, BEP plates were most likely used 
to print them. Locals of the Union in Boston, Chicago, 
and probably others also issued souvenir items for their 
annual balls (See SCJ Vol. 5 No. 4 pages 6-20). 


The New York local used a vignette of Benjamin Fran- 
klin in place of Washington on the Gentleman’s ticket for 
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Figure 4. 
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Figures 5 through 8 (clockwise from upper left) 


on white paper. Again, BEP plates were most likely used 
to print them. Locals of the Union in Boston, Chicago, 
and probably others also issued souvenir items for their 
annual balls (See SCJ Vol 5 No. 4 pages 6-20). 


The New York local used a vignette of Benjamin Fran- 
klin in place of Washington on the Gentleman's ticket for 
the 1872 and 1873 (See Figures 7 and 8). The 1872 & 1873 
Ladies Invitation tickets have the familiar vignette of the 
plate printer and his assistant All of these tickets were 
printed in black intaglio on white paper. The 1872 Ladies 
Invitation is unique as it was printed on a larger piece of 
stationery paper folded in half with “PPU” embossed on 
the opposing half’. More recent examples of Union ball 
tickets are from 1899 and are similar to the invitations just 
described. Again, the Gentleman’s ticket has the central 
vignette of Washington and is printed in brown intaglio, 
this time on pink paper. The Ladies Invitation ticket is in 
brown intaglio on yellow paper and includes the familiar 
vignette of the plate printer with his assistant. 


In summary, the various locals of the Plate Printers 
Union printed elaborate intaglio souvenir tickets and 


invitations for their annual balls dating back at least to 
1869. The Union souvenir cards and booklets issued for 
Union Conventions were not issued until the turn of the 
century. Hence, these souvenir Union tickets predate the 
Union Convention souvenirs by thirty years. When one 
considers that the various locals of the Plate Printers 
Union have had annual balls from the late 1860's up until 
today, it becomes apparent that a large number of 
souvenir tickets and invitations have been issued over the 
years. Unfortunately, most of this material was discarded 
by those who considered it worthless paper, worthy at 
best of being placed in a scrap book Many of these old 
tickets and invitations that have survived to today were 
preserved in scrap books. As a result, they are often glued 
to paper or have glue remnants on the back In any event 
engraving enthusiasts of today are finding that these old 
souvenir tickets and invitations are elusive collectibles

By late 1787, a Constitution was 
drafted. It contained the blueprint for 
a system that would knit the 13 scat- 
tered colonies into one nation . . . 
and gave the private citizen the 
power to choose the nation’s leaders 
by a secret vote. 

But first, the Constitution had to be 
ratified by at least nine states. By May 
1788, eight states had ratified. 

In June, the New Hampshire dele- 
gates met in Concord. After three 
days, by a vote of 57-46, the Constitu- 
tion won. 

On that date—June 21, 1788, 
the 13 colonies became forever . . . 

the United States of America. 


USPS Local Cards Updated 


Michael Padwee 


About two and a half years ago I began to research the 
souvenir cards produced by local USPS offices. At that 
time I knew of 15 such cards and discussed them in the 
Fall 86 SCI Since then, at least 16 new cards have been 
produced by local USPS branches, one of which has been 
used for two different occasions. These cards have been 
cancelled on about 57 different dates, and one card was 
sold with 35 different special cancels applied over a 16 
day period. 


As a result of my first article, I received information from 
a number of members about other, possible, locally pro- 
duced souvenir cards, all of which I tried to track down. 
One correspondent, Elten Schiller, who works for the 
Padres Baseball Organization, has been very helpful 
locating sports souvenir cards issued by local USPS 
branches. Herb Meisels (SCCS #3) has also been very 
helpful when I visited his booth at some of the New York 
City stamp shows. I also sent copies of the first articles to 
various postal officials requesting information for an 
updated article. This has been most fruitful. 


From what I could discover, there seems to be no cen- 
tralized control over the issuing of local USPS souvenir 
cards, nor does there seem to be a great deal of com- 
munication among the local, regional and national 
levels, nor to the public at large, about these issues. 
According to Bill Halstead of the Stamp Information 
Branch of the USPS, locally issued souvenir cards are 
permissible under Section 165.1 of the Domestic Mail 
Manual This section has been interpreted in such a way 
that if a first day or pictorial cancel has been approved for 
a postal or philatelic event on the regional level, issuing a 


local souvenir card is also permissible. Local post offices 
are fairly autonomous once they receive such approval, 
and publicity, mail order sales, sale of older items, etc. 
are the province of the local postal facility. 


Bob Andrean of the Western Regional USPS office wrote 
that every time a temporary post office is put into opera- 
tion, a special cancel is authorized. This can be applied to 
a souvenir card. There is no way, however, that a 
Regional USPS office can know which special cancels 
will be applied to a souvenir card unless the local branch 
informs the Regional office. 


I have only heard of one instance where this was done. 
Deborah K. Bowker, Regional Director of Marketing and 
Communications for the Southern Regional USPS office, 
sent mea copy of a press release from the Houston USPS 
about the 1986 U.S. Olympic Festival souvenir card. 


Bob Andrean suggested that one way to identify possible 
souvenir card events was to keep abreast of the special 
cancels to be used by local facilities. If you are a philatelic 
writer or help produce a philatelic publication, you can 
be placed on the USPS “special cancel and temporary 
USPS station” mailing list by writing to the General 
Manager, Stamps Division, Washington, D.C. 20260- 
6351. 


The cards that were issued during the past two years are 
listed in Table I, which continues the Table published in 
the Fall’86 SC/.If anyone has information about these or 
any other locally produced souvenir cards, please write 
me at 453 14th Street, Brookly, N.Y. 11215.

THE WASHINGTON SCENE/NEW ISSUE NOTES 
Doug Holl 


Spring is easily the most pleasant time of the year in the 
nation’s capital, as the weather moderates between win- 
ters chill and summers heat and humidity. Unfor- 
tunately, Washington's spring sometimes ends less than a 
month after it starts, with temperatures hovering in the 
eighties by late April The heat is not yet with us, but the 
rain is, allowing time for indoor activities such as sorting 
out the winters accumulation of souvenir cards and 
incoming mail. 


Activities in the D.C. area have slackened somewhat, 
with the USPS having all but terminated its card pro 
gram. In February, the disastrous Finlandia “88 card was 
withdrawn from sale after less than a year on the market. 


The card, produced under contract by a private firm in 
suburban Maryland, lacks visual appeal (as well as any 
intaglio work) which may have contributed to less than 
overwhelming sales. Because of its early withdrawal, 
Finlandia 88 may be a sleeper. If you collect USPS cards 
and dort have this one, consider acquiring it now, if you 
can find it 


The sales program at the Bureau of Engraving and Print

About the most significant event occurring recently in 
D.C. from the card collector's perspective was the Eighty- 
third Convention of the International Plate Printers, Die 
Stampers and Engravers Union of North America, which 
took place May 3-6. For this occasion printers and 
engravers produced a number of handsome intaglio 
items. Unlike many recent Conventions, there was no 
separate card produced for general sale. 


The most significant item appearing at the Convention 
was the traditional Convention Book. The 1989 version is 
a 16-page, completely engraved product, with a simulated 
leather cover gold-foil stamped with the International 
seal. Inside are cards contributed by the Canadian Bank 
Note Company, U.S. Banknote Company, SICPA (a 
manufacturer of optically variable ink), and various units 
of the union including locals from New York, Ottawa, 
and Washington. Also included are two large-size BEP 
Presidential Portraits executed in blue ink A separate 
card produced by the British-American Bank Note com- 
pany arrived too late to be bound into the books but was 
distributed along with the books. A total of 300 of the 
Convention Books were prepared.
